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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Saito 
(WO 02/43975). It is initially noted that US 7,017,633 will be referenced as it constitutes 
the English equivalent of WO '975. 

As best depicted in Figure 4, Saito is directed to a tire including an inner tube, 
wherein said inner tube includes a composite reinforcement formed of a single layer in 
the sidewall region and a composite reinforcement formed of a plurality of layers in the 
crown region. The reference further provides a stress-strain relationship for the 
composite reinforcement in Figure 2. In this instance, the stress-strain relationship is 
the same for the composite reinforcement in the sidewall region and the crown region. 
Looking at Example 2, the stress-strain curve is defined by an initial segment that is 
upward sloping and smoothly increasing up to an elongation of 5 % and a second 
segment that has a "generally flat" curvature. As to the sidewall region, the initial 
segment is seen to satisfy the claimed limitation as the claim does not require the 
entirety of the stress-strain curve to be "an upward sloping shape smoothly increasing". 

Regarding claim 2, the composite reinforcement of Saito can be a polymer sheet 
or a fibrous member. 
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As to claims 3 and 4, Saito discloses each of the claimed reinforcing materials 
(Column 5, Lines 30+ and Column 9, Lines 45+). 

With respect to claim 5, Figure 5 depicts the composite reinforcement as being 
radially outward of the air bag.
